Later 
h>- sent the drill down 2.000 feet 
at 


Cincinnati, securing an immense flow 
of •julrltur water which; is now use*! 
by a soap facory for cooling purposes. 


"Not a smell of oh and only a ligtit 


(low of gas has been struck so tar" 
said Mr. Motteorge. 
".-Toe water now 


stands 1.900 feet deep, shutting: back 
whatever gas had been found. 
When 


the wnler is bailed out in part, the gas 
pn.'ssure Increases to quite a flow. 


"Mr. McGoorge has taken accurate 


measurements of the successive strata 
through which the drill has passed.

The .-ock is light brown in color and 
when brought up by the bailer and 
dried the stuff is a mixture of exceed- 
ingly fine, light sand and a stringy, 
woody material resembling the fiber 
of a ;ope finely cut to pieces. When 
shanen, the sand separates from the

ting that it is probably of vegetable 
origin. 


"This well is of great importance to 


oil operators. It answers the question 
so far us the Westminster field is con- 
cerned, as to the existence of a second 
or third pay streak below (he level it 
the known oil-bearing rock, 'i he pro- 
moters are still keeping their nerve 
and may keep the drill moving down- 
ward for a considerable time in the 
hope that something rich may yet be 
punctured."
